gem hewn out the earth with great 
effort brings pride and satisfaction that every 
expenditure time and energy has been 
worthwhile. Whereas the new graduate 
proudly displays his new degree something 
faculty and you the profession may turn the 
simile about and view the “Class 
rough-hewn stone broken out the moun- 
tainside. turn about, its many facets 
gleam the sun. Some sparkle brighter than 
others, some are dulled exterior residue 
still hiding potentialities, and some may 
overlooked attention focused those 
first reflecting light our eyes. That 
matter, for the stone will not long viewed 
now, all surfaces united together, sub- 
merging individual qualities the unified im- 
pression the whole. Soon the facets will 
separated that each one might reflect its own 
capabilities. And the stone cut, new 
facets appear augment each original plane. 
The array individual stones then dis- 
persed, each one prove its worth apart from 
reflected qualities other portions inextrica- 
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bly bound together while yet the jewel was 
whole. 

Each uncut stone, however, differs from 
every other unearthed gem. Its general quali- 
ties large measure determine the excellence 
performance attained its compo- 
nent parts. interest therefore focus 
our attention the class uncover 
its source, examine its facets, and predict its 
foreseeable destiny. 

More than 350 applications were received 
for entry this class, which were se- 
lected. 

Three students were from out state, one 
each from Utah, Arizona, and Israel. The 
others were all California residents though 
some entered the State since during World 
War II. Fourteen were from northern Cali- 
fornia, from southern California, from 
the Bay Area, eight from central California, 
and three from less well-defined areas. Cur- 
rent plans indicate that the remaining 
California, will locate northern Cali- 
fornia, five the Bay Area, nine central 
California and southern California. 
Three will Oregon, two Nevada, and 
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one each Massachusetts, Utah, New Hamp- 
shire, Kansas, Arizona, Hawaii and Israel. Not 
all these will forever lost the State 
for some plan return after year two 
experience elsewhere. are especially 
proud have Royce Simpson selected for 
15-month internship Angell Memorial Hos- 
pital Boston, after which plans return 
California. 


Among the graduates are World War 
veterans and non-veterans, the Israeli stu- 
dent having served with the British army. The 
veterans represent army men, from the 
navy, eight air force men, and four marines. 
Thirteen were enlisted men, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and held commissions, the 
rank major being the highest. 


Forty the class are married, one two 
quite recently, but most have been married 
five eleven years and most the married 
couples have children. This class two years 
younger than the first class, the average age 
being years; the oldest 37, and several 
men only years age represent the young- 
sters. 

All members this class have B.S. degree 
Veterinary Science. Seventeen also have 
B.S. degrees animal husbandry. Second 
bachelors degrees have been earned too, 
some, the fields Arts and Sciences, Zool- 
ogy, Poultry Husbandry and Chemistry. One 
student has also Master’s Degree Animal 
Husbandry. 

Definite plans have already been made 
most the graduates. Thirty-six intend 
augment their formal education working 
for another veterinarian. With some, the asso- 
ciation will for only year so, but quite 
number are looking forward permanent 
association. Ten courageous souls are starting 
practice entirely their own, two are re- 
maining interns the University, one 
going the Angell Memorial Hospital, and 
two are undecided. Within the next year sev- 
eral will probably enter military service. 

The demand for veterinary service remains 
high. Letters from local livestock organiza- 
tions and Chambers Commerce have sought, 
sometimes unsuccessfully, secure graduates 
locate their area. Many cities and towns 
desire public health veterinarians; counties, 
states, and the federal government all wish 
hire more veterinarians. Even more requests 
from practitioners for assistants have had 
unfilled. Without major economic dis- 
aster, appears that there will yet room 
for many more veterinarians. 

always interest note the prefer- 
ences for areas service expressed the 
graduates. Most them, 32, prefer enter 
general practice, nine intend limit their 
practice large animals, and nine intend 
work solely with small animals. Two have 
expressed preference. Several the 
graduates have expressed desire include 


poultry work with their general practice. 

The trail course has been long and hard. 
Help from the G.I. Bill has long since run out 
for most them. scholarships are avail- 
able help during the last two years. Without 
the industry, sacrifice, ingenuity, and per- 
severance loyal wives, many them would 
never have been able complete the course. 
Our hats are off admiration these teams 
able pursue expensive education and 
raise family the same time. Loan funds 
made available two students the Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary the A.V.M.A. and five 
students the auxiliary the C.S.V.M.A. 
proved extremely helpful seniors run- 
ning low the home stretch. This help 
gratefully acknowledged. 


has been real pleasure know this 
class, know well each individual. has 
been class individual achievement and 
cooperative participation. Through its entire 
four years has challenged all comers 
leadership and support the student 
Class participation intramural and varsity 
sports, campus-wide activities, and cultural 
activities have been extensive.

CANINE RABIES THE PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Small Animal Veterinarian, Federal Security Agency, Communicable 
Disease Center, Public Health Service 


Shortly after the reported appearance 
canine rabies Yellowstone, County Mon- 
tana,! suspicious case canine encephalitis 
occurred the City Spokane, Washington. 
Because three additional animals also were 
manifesting similar symptons, because the 
proximity the Montana outbreak, the local 
veterinarian sent the brain the dead dog 
the Washington State Department 
Health laboratory for examination for rabies. 
Microscopic smear examination for rabies 
the laboratory revealed the presence Negri 
bodies. immediate report was telephoned 
the veterinarian and the city and county 
health officers, and joint cooperative 
epizootiologic investigation was begun the 
Washington State Department Health and 
the State Department Agriculture. rabies 
had been non-existent the state for nearly 
decade, confirming examinations were com- 
pleted the virus laboratory the health 
department and the virus laboratory 
the Public Health Service Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. 


Epizootiology 


Previous Rabies Outbreaks: the three 
Pacific Northwest states Oregon, Washing- 
ton, and Idaho, animal rabies has never been 
although sporadic outbreaks have 
occurred from time time. Fortunately, this 
disease has never become permanently estab- 
lished either the canine wildlife popula- 
tions these states. The last reported outbreak 
canine rabies the state Washington 
began the early 1930’s and continued for 
Seattle and Puget Sound area through almost 
all the major western Washington cities 
the southern border the state. Only few 
reported cases occurred east the north and 
south Cascade Range mountains. 

During this outbreak, only few local con- 
trol measures were developed and coord- 
inated plan state-wide basis was ever 
applied. large portion immunization was 
done individual veterinarians their own 
clinics hospitals. Few municipalities had 
the facilities personnel impound animals 
found large violation the local quaran-

The outbreak finally ceased, and the region 
remained free rabies until the recent Spo- 
kane, Washington, outbreak March 1951. 


Description Spokane, Washington Area 


The city Spokane, Washington, has 
population approximately 162,000. covers 
some 45.5 square miles and lies approximately 
300 miles east Seattle, Washington. The 
city itself divided geographically into north 
and south areas the Spokane river, which 
runs from east west through the business 
district the town. The city major div- 
ision center for three transcontinental rail- 
roads, well having transcontinental 
highway, No. 10, pass through it. Several 
military establishments are within few miles 
the town, adding the number transi- 
tory workers who are brought the flour 
milling and lumber milling industries. The 
climate semiarid, with hot, dry summers, 
and usually with cold winters having varying 
degrees cold and precipitation. 


Investigational Results 


The three dogs held under observation 
manifested symptoms typical furious rabies. 
Immediately upon the death each dog 
laboratory microscopic smear examination was 
performed, and each revealed the presence 
Negri bodies different portions the brain 
(hippocampus, cerebellum, medulla). Con- 
firming laboratory examinations mouse 
inoculation left doubt that these animals 
were affected with rabies, and that out- 
break was occurring. 

The source was not established because 
inefficient reporting and the owners’ lack 
knowledge their pets’ activities prior 
the onset clinical symptoms. 

canine and two feline cases which 
occurred during the outbreak from March 10, 
1951, May 22, 1951, patient was known 
have had contact with any other positive 
animal. only one instance was information 
obtained where one the known positive dogs 
had been fight with strange dog prior 
the development clinical symptoms.. 
This dog became ill within six days after 
being bitten and died within days. All the 
known positive animals were scattered through 
the northern residential area the city. The 
first four cases occurred within radius 
two miles each other, whereas all other 
victims were located several miles apart. 
Other cases were household pets, with the 
exception one cat which was stray animal, 
and owners these pets claimed that their 
animals seldom left the immediate vicinity 
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their homes and never wandered farther 
than three four blocks. 

New cases appearsd average one 
two weekly. However, was possible that 
additional cases, which were never reported, 
may have occurred many owners disposed 
their pets rather than inconvenienced 
the quarantine. the several thousand 
stray dogs impounded, many could have been 
infected and destroyed before clinical symp- 
toms developed. 

occurrence rabies the wild animals 
was reported, although the federal and state 
game agencies were notified the fact that 
this disease could spread the abundant 
susceptible species the areas. 

After public notification the rabies out- 
break, there appeared sharp rise the 
number reported dog-bite cases humans. 
From average one two cases weekly 
approximately week, the number in- 
creased total 491 cases during the 
period when positive animal cases were re- 
ported. Out the total 491 human dog-bite 
cases, only seven were found have been 
bitten three known positive rabid dogs. 
All seven persons were given antirabic 
treatment with post-vaccinal ill effects. 
Undoubtedly, many persons submitted 
antirabic treatment unnecessarily, indicated 
the number requests for information 
from the city and county health departments. 
Many the local physicians were not familiar 
with the epidemiology this disease, and 
rather than expose their patients the chance 
infection, they administered antirabic treat- 
ments necessary precaution. Such treat- 
ments were not required reported; thus 
adequate record was available. 

Quarantine: When became apparent that 
rabies outbreak was occurring, the Director 
the State Department Agriculture issued 
quarantine limiting the movement dogs 
and out the city and county Spokane, 
confining them their owner’s premises 
upon leash, and also authorizing, but not 
directing, the impounding stray animals 
found large violation the order. 

Legal enforcement this quarantine was 
difficult. The State Department Agriculture 
has authority control animal diseases 
livestock but provision made cover 
dogs. The State Department Health has 
authority control all communicable diseases 
but has specific regulation covering rabies. 
Because this question legality, the local 
enforcement agencies who would normally 
carry out any departmental order declined 
give their full cooperation. order rein- 
force the questionable Department Agri- 
culture order, the City Health Officer 
Spokane asked the City Council enact 
new antirabies ordinance giving him full 
authority make the necessary rules and 
regulations control this disease, well 
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the power arrest violators and impound 
the animals found large during periods 
quarantine. The new ordinance was passed 
immediately and the City Health Officer posted 
city-wide quarantine which was more effec- 
tive enforcement and which provided for 
heavier penalties for violations. Also, the new 
ordinance allowed the utilization health 
department personnel control efforts, such 
impounding animals and aiding vaccina- 
tion clinics. 


Public Health Education 


coordination with the issuance the 
quarantine notices, immediate campaign 
public education regarding rabies disease 
was begun. Full information was given through 
various news mediums about the disease, its 
cause, and its effect, terms that the general 
public would understand. The two papers 
were provided with daily news releases con- 
cerning the status the outbreak well 
general information regarding the control 
measures which were being used. Spot 
announcements and 15-minute radio talks 
were given frequent intervals during the 
period control. Conferences were held with 
various service organizations 
clubs. Printed posters depicting the control 
and immunization procedures were placed 
schools, libraries, and other public buildings. 
Various kennel clubs and animal organizaions 
were contacted and asked help dissemin- 
ation information. Public health nurses 
the health departments were assigned vari- 
ous schools and industrial plants explain 
the disease and the necessity for its control. 
Informational motion pictures were shown 
local organizations and fraternal clubs 
additional means conveying the needed 
information the public. 

Initially, the City Health Officer and the 
City Council considered voluntary vaccina- 
tion program adequate. This was based upon 
the assumption that safe level immuniza- 
tion would reached when dog owners 
realized that the quarantine would not 
relaxed before sufficient number dogs had 
been vaccinated and that least days 
would elapse after the last reported positive 
rabies case. 

majority the dog owners responded 
favorably the request have their pets 
vaccinated, over 10,000 dogs being vaccinated 
the local veterinarians their hospitals 
clinics during the first two weeks the 
quarantine period. Based upon the previous 
year’s registration dogs (1950) appeared 
that safe level immunizations had been 
reached with per cent the animals 
vaccinated. the end the two-week period 
decided decrease the number vaccina- 
tions was noted, simultaneously with in- 
crease the number reported quarantine 
violations. This may have been due 
misunderstanding dog owners who felt 
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that the animals, once vaccinated, did not 
have confined their premises, the 
quarantine period after vaccination was dis- 
regarded. 

Continued appearance rabies cases, plus 
the decline voluntary vaccination and in- 
creased quarantine violations, made nec- 
cessary re-evaluate methods. Based 
upon the concept that there direct relation 
between the number dogs per human pop- 
ulation, was noted that safe level 
immunization may not have been reached and 
that additional 6,000 more animals 
should immunized. 


Clinic schedules were drawn and districts 
based upon the fire districts the city were 
outlined. Clinics were held different fire 
station throughout the city during each day, 
with evening clinics held the Humane 
Society. 

Local veterinarians declined aid the 
free clinics because they felt that since they 
participated the voluntary vaccination pro- 
gram where fee was charged, their assisting 
the free clinics would reflect unfavorably 
upon their practice. However, they did offer 
their services when personnel was not avail- 
able from state city sources. 

Each clinic had one two veterinarians, 
depending upon the size the district. Clerical 
help was provided from the health department 
firemen the different stations. Thirteen 
fire districts were covered approximately 
seven days, and some 6,000 additional animals 
were vaccinated. fee was charged either 
for the vaccine for the service, and although 
the funds were provided the city, animals 
were accepted from surrounding areas. 
insure that adequate protection was provided 
all that needed it. 


The city Spokane does not have its own 
impounding facilities, but contracts with the 
Humane Society for such services. The Hu- 
mane Society pound, with capacity from 
300 600 animals, relatively modern and 
adequate hold routine impounding. Due 
the enormous influx animals impounded 
during this quarantine period (between 150 
and 300 animals daily), was necessary 
request the poundmaster dispose those 
animals held for hours; the normal period 
time hold them was four five days, and 
some instances was much longer period 
than that. Daily reports were issued the 
Humane Society and the city hall describ- 
ing the animals impounded and where they 
were picked up. not reclaimed within 
hours, they were destroyed humanely. During 
this time some 3,000 4,000 animals were 
destroyed, while approximately 1,000 were 
reclaimed their owners. animal was 
released until immunized, until proof was 
given that had been immunized during the 
period quarantine. vaccination was 


accepted had been given prior the 
present outbreak. 

augment the two vehicles and four men 
used the Humane Society for normal con- 
trol strays, the City Health Department 
provided three additional vehicles and six 
men. Through the radio facilities the city 
police and the county sheriff, reported viola- 
tions were tabulated districts and im- 
pounding crews were sent these areas 
quickly possible. Crews usually received 
this information when unloading the pound 
periodic telephone calls. With these 
facilities functioning smoothly, noticeable 
decrease the number violations was soon 
apparent. The crews then merely patroled the 
various districts rather than responding 
calls, but prevent rise violations these 
men were kept duty until the end the 
quarantine June 21. 


outbreak canine rabies occurred 
Spokane, Washington, March 10, 1951. This 
was the first appearance rabies the 
Pacific Northwest nearly decade. Rabies 
not enzootic problem the Pacific 
Northwest, especially the State Washing- 
ton, and provisions had not been made 
state-wide basis for its control. Fortunately, 
prompt clinical and laboratory diagnosis 
enabled control measures put into opera- 
tion before greater number animals were 
exposed. 


Canine rabies cases appeared average 
one two cases weekly from March 10, 
1951, until the last reported case May 22, 1951. 
Possibly greater number cases would 
have occurred, but the rigid enforcement 
the quarantine, impounding, and destroy- 
ing the stray animals, prevented wider 
transmission the disease. 


Even though the disease was not wide- 
spread, seen that control measures should 
continuously force. Public health educa- 
tion not matter occasional release 
information; the public should informed 
constantly public health activities. Without 
the fine cooperation from the various agencies 
and the public during this outbreak, the dis- 
ease would not have been brought under 
control rapidly was.

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LEGISLATIVE MATTERS AFFECTING VETERINARIANS 


The Legislative Committee the associa- 
tion, headed Chairman Dr. Collinson, 
has been very active and here report 
the respective bills the committee felt might 
affect the association. 

Senate Bill 892 (Senators Hoffman and Hat- 
field). This bill provides means curbing 
the spread vesicular exanthema swine 
this state cooking raw garbage fed swine.

This bill 
pertains dangerous drugs and designed 
for the purpose feeding and treating ani- 
mals poultry.

Senate Bill 1694 (Senator Hatfield). This 
bill was designed for the prevention rabies 
and the effective control the canine popula- 
tion the state. The bill was amended several 
times and was endorsed your Legislative 
Committee. The Senate Judiciary Committee 
Amended for rehearing and passed the com- 
mittee. 

Senate Bill 1925 (Senator Donnelly). This 
bill was designed simplify the disposal 
animals kept the veterinarian and not 
called for. The bill was sponsored the 
Legislative Committee behalf the state 
association. came before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and was tabled. 

Senate Bill 1754 (Senator Donnelly). This 
bill was designed for elimination actions 
against the veterinarian reduced one 
year. The bill was sponsored the Legisla- 
tive Committee behalf the state associa- 
tion. was amended and passed the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and passed the As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee. 

Assembly Bill 458 (Mr. Lipscomb). This bill 
was endorsed the Legislative Committee 
the state association. The bill provides that 
each member the board may receive his 
necessary travelling expenses and per diem 
and not exceed $20.00 for each day actual 
service. action yet. 

Assembly Bill 160 (Mr. Shaw). Endorsed 
the Legislative Committee the state associa- 
tion. Bill provides that and after January 
1956, any bovine animal any dairy breed 
which moved transported from one 
county another county within this state for 
any purpose other than immediate slaughter 
shall accompanied either (a) evidence 
vaccination against brucellosis between the 
negative blood test for brucellosis conducted 
laboratory approved the department. 
action far. 

Assembly Bill 161 (Mr. Shaw). Endorsed 
the Legislative Committee the state associa- 
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tion. Bill reads that unlawful bring into 
this state any dairy cattle, breeding bulls, 
goats, sheep except hereinafter provided. 
Dairy cattle and breeding bulls shall ac- 
companied certificate health and 
tuberculin test record, signed qualified 
veterinarian. Referred the Joint Interim 
Committee Agriculture and Livestock Prob- 
lems. 

Assembly Bill 604 (Mr. Hansen). Endorsed 
the Legislative Committee the state 
association. This bill provides that each calf 
vaccinated under this article shall have 
official tattoo placed the left ear the 
veterinarian performing the service, showing 
the period within which the animal was vac- 
cinated, such other evidence vaccination 
identification the department may 
regulation specify. Passed and signed the 
Governor. 

Assembly Bill 605 (Mr. Hansen). This bill 
was amended which had the O.K. the 
Legislative Committee. The bill provides that 
veterinarian employed perform official 
veterinary services for the state, county, city 
and county, city, shall not required 
secure the state license herein required until 
months after having entered the employ- 
ment such governmental agencies. Passed 
and signed the Governor. 

Amended Assembly Bill 603 (Mr. Hansen). 
This bill was the department bill endorsed 
Boyd. The majority the Legislative 
Committee opposed until was amended. 
The bill now stands reads that the direc- 
tor shall have authority maintain regional 
poultry and animal disease diagnostic labora- 
tories for the purpose making tests and 
examinations for, and diagnoses of, livestock 
and poultry diseases. Passed and signed 
the Governor.
